I sug,;eat you let them know that you meant all records. There has to be a very 
considerable amount of information on those persons not in' files ^ them. 

Thic information would be in other files. However, it can be readily retrieved 
and processed for disclosure. The iJHI's cc&ss-reference cards are called "see" 
cards. For example , *^^eCarlos records I sent you are in an assassination file, 
yet it would bo found immediately by consulting- the see cards. 

There may be no sep;irate file on some ^'^arcellos, they could be mentioned 
in files on other tiarcellos, but, you stilJJjant timt ird'o and the FBI finds it by 
consulting its see cards. ' ' 

If your original request did not make specific reference to any tape 
recordings, you laight Wiu:t to let them know you ..ould like dubs, if you would. 

In this regard, the FBI indexes tliree ways but generally seafehes only one, as 
the subject of the surveillance. It indexes overheards and mentioneds, too. 

Borne of this, requested by HSOa, was disclosed to i'kirl alien. Blakey made 
incompetent requests and the FBI is killed at skirting.
